south of Chicago.

Training Home in Alameda Is 


Set Ablaze: Young Woman 
Suspect Is Being Sought 


Lives of Half Hundred Inmates 


of Disturbed Institution Are 
Imperiled by Act of Associate 


ALAMEDA, May 26.—As the cul- 


mination of tyro weeks' turbulence .at 
the California Girls' Training Home 
in this city, fire of apparently .in- 
cendiary origin btoke out on an upper 
floor of the structure tonight, and 
for a time endangered the lives of 
the half hundred inmates. 
Several 


girls rushed from the structure in 
terror, but many remained to assist 
the matron, Miss Alice Guest, to ex- 
tlripruiQl> thf* floTr>pr!, ?T*'l to oj\?*ry from 
the" building other girls who had 
fainted from fright in the lower hall- 
way. 
Miss Guest is convinced that the 


fire was started by some girl in the^ 
home who had-^been involyed in the 
recent difficulties. 
A mattress in a 
dormitory on the fifth floor -was set 
ablaze and the flames had spread to 
the walls of the room before they 
were discovered and fire extinguish- 
ers on the floor directed against them. 
Miss Guest and 'her wards had ex- 
tinguished the blaze, before the fire 
department arrived. 


ONE' GIRL MISSING. 


The matron at once took steps to 
restore order and to prevent any at- 
tempt on the part of the girls to break 
from the school. When the roll was 
called, one girl was found- to be -miss- 
ing and search 'for her was' at once 
instituted. . This is the girl who is 
blamed for the fire by Miss Guest, 
but the latter refused tonight to make 
her name public until she had been 
apprehended or her connection with 
the fire established. At the matron's 
direction, .a dance was started on the 
lower floor- of the structure to restore 
the shaken nerves of'the. inmates. 
A similar fire occurred at the Home 
two years ago."

For two or.three days they escaped 
in parties from the home, about thirty 
being at liberty at one time. Most of 
the girls surrendered voluntarily at 
the detention home in Oakland or 
else returned to the institution here- 
after a few hours' of liberty. Others 
remained out, captured and broke 
away again in some cases two or three 
times. There arc a few still at large. 


The girls explain that they did not 
want Mrs. Foss to leave and that 
their conduct is a 
demonstration 
against Mrs. Foss' leaving-. Mrs. K. 
F; "Whitman, president of the Board 
of Directors of the Home, says there 
was no disagreement between Mrs 
Foss and the directors, but that Mrs 
Foss was in a state of nervous break- 
down from too close application to

Aerials Betray Plant; Queer 


Explanation Given; Appa- 
ratus Had 2500 Miles Radius 


A high-power radio plant near the 
summit of Mount Hood, southeast of 
Santa Rosa, was discovered and dis- 
mantled by the Sonoma county au- 
thorities late yesterday afternoon. 
The plant had a radius of between 


2500 and 3000 miles, experts at Santa 
Rosa declared last night. 
Ludwig A. Tyce, a Swiss chemist, 


owner of the plant, will be taken into 
custody today, following orders given 
by United States Attorney John 
Preston, over tlie Ion? distance t°Ie- 
phone last night 
With Tyce will be taken his wife, a 
German woman, • born in Poland; his 
son-in-law, Wesley ^Yaker, -an electri- 
cal engineer recently graduated from 
the University of Michigan, who has 
been at the Tyce place for the past 
fortnight, and his 18-year-old son, for 
whose benefit, Tyce claims, the plant 
was installed. 


SECRET TIP TO SHERIFF. 


Secret information was conveyed to 


Sheriff Jack Smith of Sonoma county 
a fortnight ago about the presence 
of a-radio plant somewhere on the 
mountainside. 
Deputy Sheriff Chris 
Reynolds and Game Warden Henry 
Lencioni -were put on the 'investiga- 
tion. Equipped with power field glasses 
they have gone over all the country 
thereabouts. 
Yesterday they got their 
first 
glimpse of the aerials of the Tyce 
plant 
They telephoned Sheriff Jack 
Smith and District Atorney George 
W. Hoyle of Santa Rosa. 
These 
joined the two investigators. 
The quartet went at once to the 
ranch-house. For fear of the chance 
of action, one of the men drew his 
revolver. 
" For an unexplainable reason, both 
Tyce and his wife said, without any 
prelude: 
"We are "both Americans."

Tyce said he has been injthis coun- 
try -about seven years, living in In- 
diana until the latter part of last 
year, when he came to California for 
his health. 
Walter, the son-in-law, had conie 
here to spend the summer, Tyce ex- 
plained. 
District Attorney Hoyle ordered the 
apparatus removed at once and left 
a. guard at the Tyce ranch to keep 
the family under surveillance until he 
had consulted with the Federal au- 
thorities in San Francisco. The aerials 
were left intact, but these will be all 
taken down today when the family 
will be taken into custody, it was an- 
nounced, following Hoyle's talk with 
United States Attorney Preston.

PARIS, May 26.—The Agricultural 


Society of France has collected figures 
showing that the cattel raiser gets 5 
centimes (.1 cent) a pound less for 
beef on the hoof than he did a year 
ago,1 notwithstanding the continual in- 
crease in the retail selling price. The 
society appropriated funds to pay the 
cost of experiments to discover who 
gets the difference between the cost 
of meat en the hoof and on the table. 
A certain number of beef animals will 
be followed from the stock farm to 
the butcher ship to determine what 
are the inevitable intermediary ex- 
penses and a reasonable retail price.

NEW YORK, May 26. — As though 


the British coast, the immediate train- 
ing and equipment of ten thousand 
American airmen for the European 
front was announced here today by 
the United States aircraft production 
board through President Hawley of 
the Aero Club of America- 
On the theory, that there is a stale- 


mate between the belligerents on land 
and sea, the decision was reached "to 
\\hip Germany in the air." 
"Ten thousand airmen will be added 
to those now at the front," said Haw- 
ley, 
"which will enable us to blind 
the German batteries, execute gigantic 
air raids, strike Germany in the most 
vital place and bring the war to an 
end."Should the projected air raid emer- 
gency, independent of the raids di- 
rectly at the front, materialize, Amer- 
ica's ten thousand will be needed the 
more quickly, the airmen believe. 
Hawley pointed out that the allies' 
greatest victories in recent months 
have been due to supremacy in the 
air."The recent British and Italian 
victories," said he, "were preceded 
by countless aerial fights, and it 
was not until the skies had been 
cleared of, Germans, thus depriving 
them' of their eyes and giving the 
alliess full use of theirs, that the vic- 
tories became possible." 
BETTER TYPE OFJTiTER. 
The immediate manufacture of tens 


of thousands of aeroplanes as equip- 
ment for the 10,000 American airmen 
and others who will follow them was 
also announced by Hawley. 
There has been a big rush to the 
air service by young men all over the 
country, perhaps more than to any 
other branch of the service, and all 
who' can qualify will be taken, i 


The most desirable men, according 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Reese, aero- 
nautic expert with the British war

—twenty seven of them women and 
twenty-three children—and the injur- 
ing of 174—forty-three women and 
nineteen children—in Germany's most 
murderous a.\c raid over England. It 
was over "southeast counties." 


Second \vas a despatch from Chris- 
tiania detailing how a submarine com- 
mander, lingered at a Norwegian 
steward for his refusal to give infor- 
mation about one of the U-boat's 
victims, put the steward and his wife 
atop the submarine, closed the hatch- 
\\j./ jjiu bubiuerstu. There was no 
mistaking the clear intent that the 
man and the woman should drown. 
BOTH ARE RESCUED. 
Both, however, succeeded in keep- 
ing afloat, though dragged below by 
the suction of the submerging U-boat. 
The steward—he was one of the sur- 
vivors of the 
Norwegian steamer 
Fjelote—told his story when picked 
up after long immersion. His wife 
also was saved. 


If it had not been for hazy weather

Diary Shows French Confidence 


Attack Is Described by Soldier 


FRENCH FRONT, 
May 2 6.—Two 


pages from the diary of a French sol- 
dier who was a member of an infantry 
unit during the attack on the German 
lines in Champagne, which began on 
April 16, this year, will serve to-dem- 
onstrate the feeling • of confidence 01 
the French troops in their power to 
beat the Germans. The extract reads: 


"4:45 
a. m.—A pale light whitens 


slightly the sky heavy with clouds. 
Since yesterday evening at 6 o'.clock 
cannon have thundered uninterrupted- 
ly, the sound resembling the rolling of 
a giant drum. - All • night wind and 
rain. A shower has just stopped. The 
communication trench is full of water 
and we sink into mud up to the ankles. 
-«"o:30 a, m.—At the colonel's post. 
He chats with his adjutant and two 
captains, cheerful smiling- young men, 
already wearing their steel helmets, 
their belts and equipment, with iron- 
.shod walking sticks in. their 
hands, 


ready to start. Outside the day breaks 
until little by little the wan light 
spreads over the gray plain. The two 
captains leave to join their-companies 
after taking leave of the colonel, who 
shakes hands with them, remarking: 
'All right! Go on! I will join you out 
there.' 


"5:45 
a. m. — In the jumping-off 


parallel. In the growing light the men 
are stooping in the mud at the bottom 
of the trench, or leaning with their 
backs against the sides. Some are 
sleeping with their helmets drawn over 
their faces. Others calmly smoke ciga- 
rettes. Many of them are youngsters 


"5:55 a. m. •—• Everybody is afoot, 


rifles in hands, with bayonets fixed. 
Buckles are tightened and haversacks 
adjusted. 


"Far away, the sky clears and orange 


rays pierce the clouds, which have 
turned to pearl-grav. In spite of the 
incessant roar of the cannon, a night- 
ingale is singing just in front. 


"The plain in front of us gradually 


loses itself in the mist, out of which 
flash from all points fugitive flames 
caused by the bursting of shells. 


"6:00 a. m.—'Forward!' Noiselessly, 


without a whisper, the men clamber 
out of'the trench onto the plain. The 
first out assist their comrades by giv- 
ing them their rifle butts to hold to. 
Then at a quick pace they advance 
with their bayonets 
pointed toward 


the boche trenches. There is no shout- 
ing, 
not even of words of command. 


In small groups widely separated they 
go on without a shade of hesitation. 
Each man knows where he is to go to 
and makes directly for his object. 


"The machine-guns crackle, bullets 


whistle by, shells burst around with a 
terrible tearing sound, emitting black 
smoke from which screeching frag- 
ments of steel hurtle through the air. 
But the waves of men always advance, 
not stopping even when 
they come 


across batches of barbed wire entan- 
glements^ which have not been broken 
up by the French artillery.

"We shall need a great many volun- 
teers to act as interpreters at the

A Swiss tourist—Henri 


Dunant—saw the awfulness of the tale 
which was told after the battle. Ans 
he wrote a tract called "Souvenir de 
Solferino." 
As a result of this bold 


document the rulers in Europe wer» 
persuaded to send delegates to a con- 
ference in Geneva in 1863 to discus 
methods of relieving the wounded 
and sick in war. 


Fourteen nations signed a treaty 


the following year which went down 
into history as the Geneva convention 
or Red Cross treaty. It provided that 
each government extend its sanction, 
authority and protection to vuluutuur 
relief organizations 
in time of war 


and that the privileges of neutrality 
be extended by all belligerents to the 
ambulances, 
hospitals, 
physicians, 


nurses and all persons attached to the 
medical reUef corps. 
The Red Cross 


was adopted as the universal insignl*. 


The idea gained ground but slowlv 


in the United States. In 1877 a few 
patriotic citizens appointed themselves 
a committee to further the interests 
of the Red Cross. 
In 
1881 
th<»y 


gained sufficient strength to incorpo- 
rate as the American Association of 
Red Cross. 
The year following the 


country signed the treaty. 
To Clara 


Barton is accorded the honor of being 
its founder. During the Civil war sho 
was active in hospital and relief work 
among the soldiers. 
In the Franco- 


Prussian war she was abroad doing a 
magnificent service, returning home 
in IS73. Every effort was spent in an 
endeavor to get the United States to 
ratify the Geneva treaty. 
"tVhen the 


act was finally accomplished Miss Bar- 
ton became the first president of the 
organization, holding the office until 
1904

organized by act of Congress into the

The army and navy are represented 
upon its board and depend upon it.

daily average of at least fifty patients; " 
(2) A registered nurse as required by 
the law of the state; (3) Between the 
ages of 25 ana 40. 


For the untrained woman there is 


absolutely no place at the front as a 
nurse.

American woman will find 
oppor- 


tunity for patriotic service. 
The ro- 


mance of war is largely a bit of fancy 
and it is quite as important and per- 
haps not any more prosaic to stay at 
home and keep up the steady stream 
of supplies without which the base . 
hospitals cannot exist. 
For be it re- 


membered that authorities agree that 
there should be at least one nurse for 
every 200 soldiers and that the per- • 
centage of sick and wounded is about 
5 per cent. 
If 1,000,000 are thrown, 


in the field at least 50,000 of them 
will be in the hospitals continualls'. 
The making of bed garments, band-"" 
ages and equipment then is not so' 
small or unimportant a task. 


The nurses' aids are, however, a 


vital tactor in the big machinery ot 
relief. 
For a large part they will 


have the supervision of food in the 
diet kitchens, and for the hospital 
staffs, the general housework in the 
hospitals—cleaning and bed making, 
the supplv and linen rooms.

The "Seymour house," as il is known 


in Springfield, is a little red brick 
structure 
It sits well back from the 


stieet with an expanse of lawn in 
front and is equipped with 
a wide 


veranda. Its rooms not only saw the 
queer, awkward courtship of Lincoln 
brought to a conclusion, but at times 
resounded to the voice of Stephen AJ 
Douglas, the "Little Giant" and Lin-" 
coin's rival 


Through the Civil TTar it was a con- 


srogating place for officers of tha 
Federal armv and for leaders in Till- 
noi.s politics and business. Some of the 
most historical figures Illinois has 
produced were glad to enjoy Its hos- 
pitalitv.

If not an instance of the. irony of fate, 


it i% at any rate, a curious coincidence 
f 


that April 1 should be the birthday of a -T 
man who was v ery far from being the 
sort to v\hom the clay Is popularly de- 
scribed. This man was William Harvey, 
made famous for all time by his dlscov- 
erv of the circulation of the blood; for 
Harvey was born at Folkstone, England, 
on April 1, 157S. 


The tremendous iniportancs)of this dis- 


coiery is indicated by the following CT- 
rerpt from the biosrraphy of Harvey m 
tlie. now Encvclopaedia Britannica: "Aris- 
t,,tv .„. ,,, , ,, ,, ._ _,al ;lnd Iii0 Iu-;i0r^ 
cjii'nals. the blooa was elaborated from' 
the food in the liver, thence carried to 
tl-.e heart and sent by It through tho 
veins over the body. H% successors of 
the Alexandrian school of medicine, Era- 
sistratus and Hcrophilus, further elab- 
orated Jii-s system and taught that, while 
the veins carried blood from the heart to 
the members, the arteries carried a. subtle 
kind of air or spirit. 


"For ibe practical physician only two 


changes had been made in this theory 
of the circulation between tho Christian 
era and the sixteenth century. Galen 
had discovered that the arteries wore not, 
as thfnr name Implies, merely air pipes 
but that thev contained blood as well as 
vital air or spirit."

lo this question bnt boiled mi!k is cot 
only the safest but fai mere completely 
digested 111341 raw milk, for reasons 
trhich follow, -with authorities for same. 


The price of milk might be reduced 


If sealers did not have to pasteurize it. 
Careful people repastcurize it. because 
even certified milk becomes unsafe the 
minut* :'«. is opened to dirty air, put in 
oirty utensils, or handled by typho'i! 
hands or hands of lesser infections. 


'A ne suoject ot ixmmg IIIUK to kill 


bacteria has been thrashed over and 
over, but boiling milk to make it more 
comp.jeie.ly digestible has not received 
much attention, because common tradi- 
Uuu taii Laat io.iej nujn. is cociti- 
patirig. Dr. Joseph Brennemann, spe- 
cialist,, in baby feeding, has done some 
•wonderful -work on this subject of boiled 
mi'.k. the benefit of which should be 
extended to adults as lie intends. He 
says:

most universal, objection to boiled milk 
is that it Is constipating. This objection 
mignt well be answered in four words.

He does not neglect the bacteriologic 
reasons for boiling milk . [destroying 
bacteria].' but'he says: 


" After having used in succession raw 


an!; boiled milk, each almost exclusive- 
ly for six or seven years, there Is no 
doubt in my mind that babies are, in 
general harder to feed on raw milk 
than oh" boiled milk', and that the ex- 
planation in. physiologic, not bacterio- 
logic. Raw milk has been shown to 
coagulate rapidly in the stomach in 
large tough masses. These become in- 
creasingly larger and harder for two 
hours. At the two hour period many of 
these'curds are as large as golf balls, 
ani- can be thrown on the floor -with- 
out being broken."

of boiled milk, is to be convinced that 
what Dr. Brennemann says about raw 
milt Is true.

than- because boiled milk is more easily 
and quickly digested, liquified, and ab- 
srbed than is raw milk? And.if it is 


- more easily digested, during digestive 


disturbances, then why not also in 
health?" 


A strange fact came to me not long 


ago about a certain pasteurized milk. 
It had an offensive smell in twenty- 
four hours. That was enough to con- 
demn it utterly since sour milk should 
be freer from bacteriologic danger than 
E eet, 
. . 


The answer Dr. Brennemann gives in 


reference to the chpnges produced by 
boiling fits this case. He says that it 
undergoes far 
less change 
in 
the 


process of keeping than in boiling. 
Surely these changes are highly unfavor- 
able, K it. has rotten smells in a day's 
time. Such milk certainly needs boil- 
Ing the moment received, and perhaps 
then it is too dirty, fundamentally, to 
use. 


Cream or milk soups have long been 


advocated in this column. I believe I 
have preached even better than I knew. 
This latest teaching shows that by mix- 
Ing milk with other foods [what the 
doctors call mod;f;.ing when they mix

AM writing to ask the advice of 
some of the wives and mothers 
in the Corner on ho-s- to make 
Sunday attractive for my family 
and yet keep what I was brought 


up to call the Sabbath. 


" Perhaps you will think I must r>e 


weak in mind, and spirit to be at a loss 
how to follow such a course. But let me 
tell you how my family is made up. 
There are my husband and myself and 
our four children. The two older ones 
are a good deal ahead of the t-.. o younger 
ones. My eldest son is 17 and my eldest 
girl 13. Then there comes a long gap 
and the second boy who is 10 and the 
littlf jnrl who is between 7 nnd R. 


" I was always brought up to so to 


church to every service, including Sun- 
das' school and weeklj- prayer meeting. 
My husband was not so strictly reared, 
but he always expects to go to church 
Sunday morning unless it is bad weath- 
er. When our children were small I 
took it as a matter of course that they 
should go with us to service and when 
they were old enough they went to Sun- 
day school, which,was held at half past

My husband 


takes a nap, and, I am sorry to say, 
usually wakes up a good deal depressed 
and doesn't want to go to church a 
second time. I can manage the younger 
children now, but what will it -be like 
as they grow older'.'

" Can't you tell me something to help 


me? Or won't some of the sisters who 
must have met similar problems tell me 
how they solve'' them? It may seem 
a light matter to those who have not 
been brought up in a religious way, but 
my father and mother were God fearing 
people of the old fashioned type and I 
can't bear- to let their grandchildren 
slip away from the teachings I was 
trained in. What shall T do7 T want 
my children and my husband to love 
Sunday and think it ' the day of all 
the week the best,' ns the hymn says, 
but I don't know how to set about it.

The first and only thing given some 


of the classes In first aid cooking so 
numerous today in a first lesson is white 
sauce.

practically modifications of white sauce, 
flavored and partially thickened by the 
addition of mashed and strained vege- 
tables, fish, and the like."

It is hard, in this 


generation, to observe rules that are 
disregarded by the majority of those 
by vhom we are surrounded, and espe- 
cially difficult to induce our children to 
look at matters from our point of view. 
I Let us begin the day and go through 
it together and meet the items as they 
come. In the first place, take the ques- 
tion of Sunday school for the younger 
children. It will do the older boy and 
girl no harm to go to both this and to 
church afterward, but it is, as you say. 
a long- session for the little ones. 
I 


approve of Sunday school, but I must 
say frankly that if I had to choose be- 
tween giving up that or the habit of at- 
tendine church, it would be the former 
that would go. 


Why do you not have a Sunday school 


at home for the younger children? If 
you plan your work you ought to be 
able to manage this; if not before morn- 
ing worship, in the afternoon 
some, 


time. Have the books, the hymns, the 
cards, and everything else that will 
make the exercises pleasing, and let 
the little ones comprehend that this is 
in preparation for the time when they 
are strong enough to take both services. 


You need not fear that your children 


will not keep up with those who go to 
Sunday school. My own 
observation 


leads me»to believe that the boys ar.d 
girls who have had the benefit of de- 
vout home instruction know more of 
the Bible and are better rooted and 
grounded in the faith than those who 
have not received the home training 
and have had their religious education 
committed 
entirely 
to 
the 
Sunday- 


school. Try the plan and see if it does 
not \\urk out iatisfuctuiily. 


You say that sometimes the older chil- 


dren grumble a little at the long stretch 
of morning worship. 
I am impressed 


with the fact that children and adults 
alike look upon church as something 
from which they can get amusement or 
entertainment and do not regard it as 
a service for the worship of God and 
being instructed in the right life for this 
world and that to come. Endeavor to 
make your children understand that 
they give little enough time to sacred 
things as it is and that they are not 
being ill treated in being nsked to let 
the Lord have a small portion of the 
day he calls his own. 
* 


May I make a suggestion with regard 


to the heavy Sunday dinner? I was 
present at a discussion of this meal the 
other day. 
" I believe Monday is ' blue Monday ' 


because people upset their regular habits 
of eating on Sunday," announced a de- 
cided woman of my acquaintance. " All 
day Sunday you outrage your digestion. 
You eat a late and hearty breakfast. 
Then at noon, when you generally take 
a light lunch, you stuff j'ourself with a 
big meal, made up of delicacies that 
tempi you to overload your stomach. 
You may take somp exercise in the 
afternoon, but you are much more likely 
to lie about like a gorged anaconda. 
And then at night you cram yourself 
with cold food which is hard to digest 
—salads, sandwiches, cold meat, pickles, 
some dessert, and probably tea. instead 
if ccffco. In the place of the sarr.e, solid 
npal you usually have at that hour— 
r>nd wonder that you are cross on Mon- 
<U.y niorr.i-isr: It's a r.arvel you arc not 
worse than you are."

to make it better my friend advised a 
good and simple lunch at noon, such as 
you would serve on a week day, and 
then c. compromise between dinner and 


tea at night, in the shape of a substan- 
tial supper, with hot items, consisting of 
dishes which can be prepared in th/* 
flreless cooker or made on Saturday and 


need only be put into the oven fe? * 
little while to be ready to send to table. 
She also dwelt upon the value of a 
chafing dish in the work of preparing the 
Sunday evening meal, and by the time 
our talk was over she had me conflrmai 
in. the belief I had held before, albeit 
less strongly than she, that we make a 
great mistake In altering radically our 
plan of catering for Sunday from that 
which we follow on the other days of 
the week. 


Suppose you try this plan and see how 


it works. 
I recognize the difficulties 


that lie In the way of a woman wh4 
does her own work, but do they nc»- 
exist as much in the business of cooV» 
ing the Sunday noon dinner as in gettit< 
the evening meal? With the aid of tb» 
flreless cooker or a little forethought 
and a chafing dish, may not the worK 
be made no harder than it is now? 


As to the young people in the house- 


-hold. I appreciate the fact that they 
are the most important part of the 
problem. You wish them to enjoy Sun- 
day, and yet you are not willing that 
they should secularize it as is now being 
done on, all sides. I see your position 
and I sympathize with it fully. 


I am not at all sure that I can give 


you counsel which wiil meet the situa- 
tion. But there are a couple of plans 
which occur to me that you might try. 


The first is to encourage your children 


to bring a friend apiece to the house 
Sunday afternoon after church and to 
think up something they can do which 
will not be out of keeping with the 
sacredness of the day. There are good 
games, like " authors," which deal with 
biblical subjects; there are topics of in- 
terest to read and pursue that are not 
out of harmony with Sunday; tiiere is 
even work-that can be done, like mak- 
ing Brbie picuire books and mounting 
cards on linen for hospitals and the 
like. Then the young guests may stay 
to the evening ineal, and after there 
may be talk, reading aloud, and hymn 
singing. 


Or you may interest your older chil- 


dren in visiting hospitals or homes on 
Sunday. Always there are lonely occu- 
pants of these institutions who would 
be cheered by bright young visitors, and 
the knowledge that there is pain arid 
suffering in the world will do the chil- 
dren no harm. Look about you and see 
if you don't know of those .to whom your 
children's presence would bring sun- 
ehine and encourage them to do such 
work. 


Let me hear how these plans mate- 


rialize, if any of them fit your case. 
And I oack your appeal to the other 
Cornerites with one on my own behalf 
for the sake of the many who must be 
in this difficulty.

Prosperity Abounds 


A tide of prosperity has set in here such as the city 


has not experienced since the flush days immediately 
succeeding the fire, when the insurance money was 
being spent, rebuilding was rampant and employment 
was to be had for everybody who was willing and com- 
petent. While outside money is not coming in to in- 
vest as it was then, every factory and productive in- 
dustry is swamped with orders, at almost its own 
figures.

The 
big stores are reaping a rich harvest. Three of them 
are enlarging and another is figuring on it. The 
White House, already utilizing enormous space, is .to 
increase its Post-street frontage within a year by tak- 
ing in the store now occupied by the Hastings Cloth- 
ing Company, which is to move down the street in the 
same block and take possession of the premises on the 
next corner. 
The big hotels are running full. 
The 


mobilizations bring many here. The city is assuming 
the martial air that it had not known since the 
Spanish war. 
"Embarcadero Viaduct 
. State Engineer McDougall has drawn plans for a 
viaduct across the Embarcadero leading from the ferry 
buUding, and the engineer force, under the direction 
of Chief Engineer White, is preparing plans for the 
structure. This improvement has been talked of for 
twenty years, and has been needed longer than that. 
Tentative plans were drawn nearly two years ago, but 
the proposed structure was so massive that objection 
was raiseu 10 u, anu me suoject was pigeonholed. 
When Arthur Arlett was appointed to the Board of 
Harbor Commissioners one of his first activities was 
to start things going again. From the way it has been 
allowed to languish It might be assumed that the 
improvement is a monumental undertaking. But from 
the simple plans proposed it is likely to be wondered 
that the project has held fire so long. It is to lead 
from the ferry building just north of the ladies' wait- 
ing room, the opening being made where the reporters' 
and the janitors' rooms-are now located. The bridge 
will be carried across the Embarcadero in three spans 
of SO feet each, the terminal stairs reaching terra 
firma at right angles half on the sidewalk and half on 
what is now the' street, the walk being widened here 
to carry the pedestrian around. The bridge will be 
sustained on single supports under the center, and 
will be thirteen feet wide and uncovered. It will thus 
be a light structure, and compared with any plans that 
have been proposed heretofore, will be comparatively 
inexpensive. But one viaduct will be erected now, that 
leading to the north side of Market street, but ulti- 
mately, if the idea works out, another will be con- 
structed to convey'ferry patrons across to the south 
side of Market. Viaducts will not solve the congestion 
at the foot of Market, but they will go a considerable 
ways in that direction. 
The Los Angeles Fair

1(50 acres of laud, in the cit\ of Los Angeles, which 
the citizens, of southern California donated to the 
state, built upon it a museum of history and fine arts 
worth a half-million of dollars, and a mile racing 
track, §40.000 concrete grandstand, §100,000 in beau- 
tifying and improving the grounds with lawns, trees, 
shrubbery, etc. This building is visited by about 
150.UOO —ea&terii \isitors who come to 
California 


through this gateway every year, and most of whom 
ordinarily never leave southern California. * * * 
Incidentally, I will btate that probably no part of the 
state receives as much benefit from lliis building as 
the city of Oakland, because in the main lobby of the 
building and in front of the only entrance to it is 
placed the masshe reproduction of j-our city hall, 
which is electrically lighted. The walN of the main 
lobby are decorated with pictures of your very beauti- 
ful city of Oakland. I reiterate that not one cent of 
the $7o.OOO referred to will be spent for the holding 
of the district fair. That will be financed by the city 
of Los Angeles, to which the state of California has 
advanced as a revolvinsr fund the sum of xr>fl.flOOl. which 


is to be repaid on or before July 1, 1919. Please note 
that tins sum is only loaned to the Sixth District 
Agricultural Association, although in my judgment it 
should have been given outright, because the district 
fair will benefit the whole state as much as it does' 
the southern part of it. You must admit that a flood 
of tourists enter California through Los Angeles who 
ought to know the advantages of some other part of 
the state of California.'' It is denied that the Can 
adian exhibit is tp be installed iu Exposition Park, or 
that the state money is to be spent in bringing it up 
from San Diego. 
War Effect on Hotel Kelp 


The possibilities as to hotel and restaurant help is 


one that js beginning to claim attention. A majority 
of the cooks and waiters are foreign born, many of 
them still owing allegiance to the countries of their 


»•* 


nativity. Most of these countries are at war and are 
summoning their subjects to the colors. The waiters 
are largely of the eligible age. Those who are citizens, 
especially waiters, and able bodied, may be subject to 
selective draft. It has come to be a matter of serious 
consideration in the East— the possibility of shortage 
in this class of help. 
The McAlpiue and Claridge 


hotels in New York have decided to fill "with women 
positions vacated by their male help through the war's 
exigencies. 
The first step in this diwrinn is the 


v taking of a census of the male help, together with the 


probabilities as to each individual's liability as to 
military service, and the management has begun to 
train women to replace them where possible, if the 
need shall come. The probable nee'd for such substi- 
tutes will be chiefly among bellhops, waiters, clerks and 
elevator men. There is no uneasiness felt here on this 
score, according to Manager Bishop of the Palace 
Hotel, and Assistant Manager Keating of the St. 
Francis, though it would seem that the subject has 
been under discussion. 
The seat of Avar is consider- 


ably farther away from San Francisco than from Xew 
York, and these things do not figure as acutely here. 
Still it is realized that hotel help is so largely foreign' 
born, that if the war is long continued, and the call 
is insistent, not to mention the increased inducement 
to enter other lines of service in this country. There 
is likely to be embarrassment in .the great caravan- 
saries of the land.

Those who suffer most from the 


eAil are just the ones who keep it alive. TAVO or three 
years ago there was a AAidespread agitation to eliminate 
these birds of prey, which were eating the vitals out of 
working people, who were sb improAident as to fall In 
their clutches. Instances were given Avhere debtors 
were preyed upon and hounded, oftentimes having paid 
more in interest than they borroAA'ed, and still owing 
'.he debt. A sort of humanized loan scheme Auib put in 
operation to correct the abuse, of which but little has 
been heard. But the sharks are doing business at the . 
old stand, and the complaints are many. The A-arietv 
that occurs here is different from that which flourishes 
in other cities. The public employee is less provident 
than elsewhere. The proportion that is forehanded is 
very small.

Southern Pacific Company makes and its recent appli- 
cation for an increase in freight rates that it will A'ery 
soon get around the matter of passenger rates. Some 
of its figures show how prices of equipment have 
climbed within the past year. While we haA'e been 
more or less absorbed in the increased price of onions 
and such things, the railroad company has been suffer- 
ing such crimps as these: Mogul freight engines, in- 
creased fvofn ?18,335 to ?31,500; Mikado freight en- 
gines, increased from §21,320 to §37,300; Mallett con- 
solidation engines, increased from §42,375 to §74,100. 
A dining coach that cost §22,000 two years ago now 
costs §£*,000: a freight car that cost §1100 now costs 
Slf)30; spikes were $30 per ton and now are ?69; 
bolts have gone m> 120 per cent, bar brass 165 per cent, 
blacksmith coal 200 per cent, coke 191 per cent, axles 
'2'27 per cent, white lead 353 per cent; manganese 488 
per cent, manila rope 95 per cent, steel billets 195 per 
cent, couplers 112 per cent, and even cotton waste 68 
per cent.

character of fiction, voices the same 
thoughts In the later book, lie sees 
no hope for the world but nn Inter- 
national Christianity and professes an 
optimism based on a religion of im- 
mediate faith in God. Again, he says 
but enough to demand elaboration. 


Perhaps the insistence of those who 


have known Wells has been respon- 
sible for his latest book, "God, the 
Invisible King," in which he sets forth 
with the eloquence of sincerity the 
religious belief toward which he has 
felt his way. It is a religion he found 
In the ruins of devastated 
Eurojpo, 


and one he says he has found in the 
hearts of thousands. 


It is futile in this space- to attempt 


an outline o£ that religion which he 
presents with ajl his old force of ex- 
pression Jn a volume of one hundred 
and seventy pages. 
One sees 
no 


change in the writer as a writer and 
as joyously as ever pounces upon the 
old Wells tricks of 
"hitting 
off a 


point." 
Perhaps a bit of the sting 


and certainly the impatience that ap- 
proached intolerance is gone. 
Wells 


is gloriously tolerant now. 


Let it be known that Wells will be 


perhaps, nioro than ever, the object 
of attack. His entrance into religious 
discussion with a religion not ortho- 
dox will bring to bear upon him a 
new set of theological guns. 
Picture 


him battling- thus and wonder again 
at what the war may do! 


The core of Wells' conviction is a 


profound belief in a personal and in- 
timate God. Ho is sympathetic with 
all sincere religious feeling, but has 
sharply defined objection to dogmas 
widely revered. 
In a warning pre- 
face he says: 


"Let the writer state the probable 


occasion of trouble forthwith. An Is- 
sue upon which this book will 1)8 
found particularly uncompromising is 
tho dogma oE the Trinity. The writer 
is of tho opinion that the Council pt 
Nicaea, which forcibly crystallized tho 
controversies of two centuries 
and 


formulated the creed upon which alt 
the. existing Christian churches 
aro 


based, was one of tho most disastrous 
and one of the least venerable of all 
religious gatherings." 


And again: 
' "Hla purpose, like the purpose of 
that of a missionary, Is not primarily 
to shock and Insult; but ho is zealous 
to liberate, and ho is Impatient with, 
a reverence that stands between man 


PPORTUN3TY for the study of the results of war in ways other 
than material is reflected today almost to exclusion In the litera- 
ture, miihlc and art of the nations under arms. Spiritual changes 
mny soon be evidenced in the pulpits and, Inter, when the men re- 
turn from the field and trench (hero may be brought back a new 
foroe to be reckoned with or a tried belief Intensified. 


What will the war do to religion, to social conditions, to boundary lines 


and to morals? 


In recent war literature there is evident a desire to express the ideal of 


reconstruction. The struggle has reached an age when its student Is con- 
cerned with the stnlo of mind of the men who fight as well as with the extent 
of tho larder and tho range of the guns. Is it to be expected, men are asking, 
that immense overweight of trial and experience will 
hasten 
or retanl 


"evolution?" 


War literature is still young, but It Is reaching its revealing Blage. In it 


thoro is cause for more of optimism than pessimism. For one expressed bc- 
llof that war Is lowering Us participants to the level of savages or animals 
there are ten clear, and often surprising, voices to express the opposite. An<l 
in both expressions Is the condemnation of war and a germ for the belief that 
humanity, even now, has attained a certain height from which It will not 
again be shaken. 


In tho books of the week, almost, there are striking expressions of the 


turn tho literature of the men who havo been at the front Is taking. 
What 


short of a war would bring H. G, Wells to a declaration for a world-wltM 
Christianity and to> the determination to set forth his religious views that 
other men may find God? Granted Wells' God is not the God of orthodoxy, 
it is to bo doubted if even the most orthodox who knew Wells of u. few years 
ago will read his book without exulting in tho change In the nvin. Thoso 
who will criticize him for his divergences from the largely existing belief will 
be inspired* anew :U his spiritual remaking. 


Another book, "One Young Man," reviewed elsewhere In these pages, Is a 


more intimate expression because it Is the unstudied work of a man in khaki, 
one who went from an office with a set of well-ordered and little digested r< - 
ligious ideas into the trenches and into the company of mud-caked fighting 
men. 
If we are to believe this ono young man Is like many olher youm; 


men we may take heart and renew our faith In the belief that a man's moralt, 
his spiritual self Is strengthened in times of stress. Wo may believe tha: 
there is nothing strong enough to destroy the "God in man." 


And that is the message of most of the war books now, and it Is from 


theso war books and with no personal claim to argument that these para- 
graphs are written. Here and there Is a writer who sounds a warning that 
hordes of men living in enmity with other hordes, unrestrained and away 
from accustomed environment, will not be content to return to the ways they 
left. And they see in this danger! It Is whether this discontent Is to brlnf} 
an awakening, religious and social, or will destroy some of tho good that hag 
been achieved that "is the cause of a concern which Is in itself an argument 
for those with the shining vision. 


And so ono will find In the recent war volumes, now In tho hotly debating 


stage, expressions of the conviction that wo are to bo swept Into a "new" 
way of life, even to the extent that existing Ideas of family, business, ma?» 
riage and church are to be altered. And we will find expressed n.i often tho 
belief that the religion wo know today will be lived as practiced as it ha.j 
been in but one or two of tho centuries in its record. Bui, theso writers de- 
clare, the man who thought not at all of religion, has ono now, and the onvi 
who knew Its term.-i only now knows its meaning. 


The war itself will answer the question as to its effect upon n liglon, and 


the literature that 13 concerned with hazarding the guess may or may not b>> 
significant. At any rate it is Interesting and Intellectually more i.timululin,; 
than that written in terms of strategy and ammunition.

.author thnt he has set him- 
self to the task of establish- 
ing himself as a novelist. 


He is not to be an accomplished writer 
with one message. 
"The Harbor," 


Poole's first novel, In its Intense treat- 
ment of labor unrest, forced the ques- 
tion. 
Is this man ono of the most 


promising of writers, many nslced, or 
has he produced this good work be- 
causo it was near to his heart— his 
propaganda. In tho second novel the 
answer is supplied. 


Just as "The Harbor" deals with 


the unrest of the frlngo^jof Now York, 
its changing social conditions, and the 
antagonism of the old for the new, 
"His Family" would deal of the cense- 
less changes in the heart of the city. 
It Is of the new generation growing 
out of the old that this quiet and In- 
tellectually 
stimulating 
book 
in 


written. 


Tho story tells of the growing- to 


maturity of the three Oanugi '---i of 
staid and puzzled Roger &>!•• 
In 


their growth Is opportunity for dis- 
cussion of many of the problems of_

In the1 lives of each of the three 


daughters there is argument against 
the ways of the others and thoro IH 
evidenced the recognition of a read- 
justment and upheaval, 


Deborah's family la the- opposite of 


Edith's. 
Hera Is a love for all chil- 


dren, particularly those of tho' poor,_ 
and it Is her passion to work In the 
settlements. AVlth the hundreds of the 
tenements she lives and works, and 
out of her larger experience, perhaps, 
she understands Edith better than 
Kdlth does her. There are absorbing 
discussiojw between this daughter and 
the father, discussions which biing 
the two together. They bring to Roger 
a defaire to know more of the newer 
world and its work, and to Deborah 
an appreciation of sonic of the tried 
truths she had thought no longer vital. 
In Deborah thc.ro is justification, hope 
and Inspiration. Hhe in a finely-drawn

Laura, 
unfortunately perhaps.

Grace McDougall Is First lo Write of Life of Red Cross 


Worker 


Grace McDougall is, perhaps, the 


first of the Red Cross -nurses to -write 
of lier experiences at the war front. 
She lias chosen to write of her every 
day life, what she did and what she 
saw and has left the romance and 
the literature of the war nurse to be 
written by f,ome, who may follow. 
For her simple narration she is to be 
thanked, for surely her experiences 
need no mor<) than their unadorned 
presentation. 
To the American woman who would 


know what these nurses ore called 
upon to do, )iow they live, how they 
work and how they play, this IB a 
book to be recommended. The writer 
went to the front with the first In a 


t timii when it was easier to pass the 
linen and whi'n tho departments had 
not been so thoroughly systematized. 
She lived in the retreat from Ant- 
werp and served for months In Bel- 
gluin and France, 
ller's is an ac- 


count of the cate of the war's wound- 


ed and of the physicians and nurses 
who are daily risking their lives. It 
is an antidote for thoso -who have 
pictured the battlefront nurse as a 
dainty creature in ruffles whose mis- 
sion It is to Joolc pretty and whoso 
opportunity It la to smooth the brows 
of stricken heroes. 


Mrs. McDougall has discovered In 


her 
experience that the 
-wftv has 


proven that woman can go any place 
•where man may nnd that she is aa 
sale, gunfire excepted, on the bare 
fields of No-Man's .Laud with the can- 
non booming ten miles away and with 
hordes of unshaven warriors nil about 
as she would be at home. From the 
nurses in the field will come more 
stories and some may live for cen- 
turies. Mrs, McDoLigiill's, though one 
of the first, need not fear comjiari- 
yon.

Author Not a Book for 
Weak-Hearted Reader; Is 
Indictment of War. 


The world poacc movement docs 
n«t aie. In the midst ox "war we are 
hopeful for pence. The professional 
workers tot peace have . not ceased 
their efforts. The American Associa- 
tion for 
International 
Conciliation 


still issues its monthly bulletins. At 
Columbia Cnlv«r«tty from 
different 
parts of the country lias collected Ji 
distinguished 
assemblage of 
-worKl 


peace men to focus their glances on 
the ending of the war and the re- 
newal of their active 
propaganda. 


England, France, Germany, Bussia, 
have each their staunch minorities 
still hoping for a time of good will 
toward men. 
, 


Ready to .their hand, as a part of 


their propaganda, is a volume nowl ? 
translated out of the Danish, In which 
tonguo it circulated through twenty 
editions, "Forced to Fight," the work 
of Erich Erichsen. It purports to be 
the experiences in the German army 
of a Schicswig Dune. 
Its story Is 


potently told. Tho fact that It wns 
in the German army that Erlchsen , 
derived the materials for the tale is 
the least important fact about the 
book. That important fact is, on the 
other hand, tne horror of warfare. 
It has been told before jn iriany wayia. 
It has seldom been told wjth sucih 
pitiless brutality as In this book. 


In red ink the publisher's an- 


nouncement gives emphasis to the 
fact that its sale in Germany has beeji 
prohibited. Except tha-t the teller of 
the story seems to have- been illegally 
impressed 
into 
service with 
the 


Bosch-e, that has also little relevancy. 
If there were a well-established pro- 
gram at this time to discountenance 
books which make the horrors of war 
real and living-, the book would be 
kept from publication In other coun- 
tries as well.

the German lieutenant when he holds 
forth against false reports sent forth 
in the wire news when* h«? reads that 
twice the wireless on the Emden 15s>- 
tened in to hear that she had boen 
sunk. These reports of the deaths of 
all on board served, strangely, to 
cheer up a crow who had been readiing 
in newspapers taken Jrom captured 
vessels- reverses to Germany. 


Prom the time the Emden took its 


first prize, the Kussian steamer Jljes- 
jan, and through its voyages in North, 
South and Indian seas, Its story was 
ono of daring, ingenuity and breath- 
less interest. The officers wore uni- 
formly considerate 
of captives, the 


men were usually well disciplined and 
fortune favored the adventurers. With 
sixteen hostile ships iir pursuit, tho 
Emden continue* its cruise on inter- 
fering with the freight traffic of Its 
cnemj'e^. It plowed in strange waters, 
hid In q.ueer out-of-the-way nooks of 
the world, and pounced unexpectedly 
into tho open, sea. There are many 
battles described and none so dra- 
matic as those immediately before the 
end. 


As a sea storxjif actual achievement 


the Emden's story is one of surprising 
interest. It is easy to forget any per>- 
sonal feeling and to imagine tlio story 
Is that of any war.

The Art of 
The Pastel 


Tn the lost hale of tho nineteenth 


oentuty, pastel OH a medium of artis- 
tic evpnfcsion 
enjoyed 
a lonowod 


populailly. 
As nn early precedent of 


the art 
may bo mentioned 
tlioso 


drawings In sanguine, or drawings 
upon toned paper, with, tho addition 
Of a .single color, or posiluly two 
colois, which tho old masters used as 
preliminary )»tudlog fur 
portraits — . 


not, however, without ( nelowlng theso 
eliawings with a supremely intrinsic 
beauty. But as a so pit a to and dis- 
tinct artistic medium, capable of de- 
velopment and onjoymnnt on Its own 
merits, tho pastel wan not used to 
any great extent until, In tho nine- 
teenth conturv, at tho hands of Ma- 
nel, Degas, tho From l\ Impiesslon- 
Ists, and especially AVlilstlor, tho ca- 
pability of tho medium was tested and 


exemplified to the fullest possible de- 
gree. 


This does not moan that individual 
artists before this period liad not 
given us very notable examples of the 
art—among them Watteau, Chardin, 
Reynolds and Millet; ond it does not 
mean that we can afford to ignore 
the great vogue of the pastel 
in tho 


eighteenth century in France, when, 
as a medium of portraiture the pas- 
tel ilvaled oil painting, but unfortu- 
nately rivaled that art by Imitation, 
rather than bv a more disci iminating 
use of its own eclectic qualities 
In- 
stead of coiifeirlng glory upon their 
subjects, a groat many of the eigh- 
teenth-century pastelllsts have them- 
selves achieved immortality tluough 
tho personality of their sitters. 


There is a greater distance between 
the drawings of Leonardo, Titian, IIol- 
beln or Velasquez and the prolific 
portraiture of La Tour, Perroneau, or 
Rosalba Carriera than there Is be- 
tween these early drawings of the old 
masters and the pastels of the nine- 
teenth century. For the ninerteenth- 
eentury pastellists, instead of imitat- 
ing oil painting, again recognized the 
distinctive characteristics of the me- 
dium and developed its expression to 
the highest point possible within the 
terms of Ita own specific qualities and 
limitations. The test of an aitist is 
this selective appreciation of 
the 
terms of: his medium, and hia mas- 
tery of its particular problems. It la 
a notewoi thy fact that, oven as the 
greatest etchers are men who have 
also an established fame as painters, 
so the finest pastels have been irfade 
by men who are equally proficient as 
painters, but who yet have recognized 
and kept separate and distinct the 
technical use of the two mediums,. 


The art of pastel painting is the art 


of painting or drawing with dry pig- 
ment. 
For a pastel palette the art- 


ist has an almost unlimited range of 
chromatic color; the pigment and ttto 
chalk being held 
together 
bv 
a.n 


aqueous substance (gum tragacanth), 
which is not, however, a Vehicle for 
spreading the pigment, as oil is in oil 
painting or water in water-color. The 
pastel color is applied by direct touch 
01 pressure to the slightly roughened 
surface of tho paper 
The color thus 


conve>cd is literally the dry pigment; 
and as a light touch icsts only on 
tho surface of the paper, and a heav- 
ier touch nils in the minute hollows, 
so Iho lightness 01 heaviness of the 
touch mav thus produce cither faint 
or full tones of tho same color. 


The diffeience between the 'tech- 


nique of oil painting and that of pas- 
tel is Inheient In tho material condi- 
tions of the two mediums. 
The beau- 


tiful quality of an oil painting depends 
Upon the successive films and washes 
or brush-strokes of pigment tending 
to produce a goneial, rich, pennaiienl 
surface. 
But tho pastol is not, as oil 
painting, a medium for spreading 
over 01 covering large surfaces. 
Its 
essential characteristic Is direct brill- 
iancy of color, gained by direct, 
cx- 


piesslvc touch; and the blending or 
mixing of color, to any great extent, 
upon tho paper itself obviously de- 
feats Uio specific end of the medium. 
The sparkling freshness, the jeweled 
biilliancy of a pastel is in fact due 
to tho minutely granular substance of 
tho pigment which sits more or less 
lightly upon the surface of tho paper, 
allowing light to illuminate and In- 
torrpenetiato the very pigment itself. 
The old custom ofVstumping out or 
i ubblng In tlio color upon the paper 
has therefore become more or less 
obsolete and Is geneially regarded as 
tho mark of the amateur, since this 
method must, of necessity, 
destroy 


tho characteristic physical brilliancy 
of tho pastel medium. 


With a prepared palette of almost 


unlimited range, a technical mastery 
of the art of pastel is dependent upon 
tho artist's expert selection of tone 
and color. Tho basis o£ a good pastel 
is good drawing. 
Upon this the color 


is laid, lightly or heavily, giving llfo, 
beauty, and variety to full planes, 
contours and suifaces, but in no wny 
obscuring the delicate giound-work 
of pattern. In short, the pastel ro- 
quircs a pieclsion as incisive as that 
of an etching; and not tho least de- 
lightful feature of tho art is the fact 
that It la scarcely less permanent tlnui 
tho lines engiaved upon copper. 
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kHAT the creative artist in- 


evitably 
brings- forth 
the 


children of his brain, re- 
gardless or what material 
difficulties beset him, is tho 
belief 
of Percy Grainger. 


"Art has no struggle," he said in a 
recent Interview reproduced in (.he 
"Musical Leader." ''inspiration makes 
art. 
Inspiration Is Instinct without 


opposition, free blossoming without 
resistance. Art la moat conservative 
—like family affection. 
That which 


is new Is about a 20 per cent working 
over of tho old. New is only of sig- 
nificance when we arc not consicous 
that it is new, but most of us love the 
old 'too much to drop it away entirely, 
and If we work out our own problems 
without Interference from the outside, 
wo are more likely to develop that 
which is worthy of ourselves. When 
the world comes into the question, the 
n*tlst becomes antagonistic, 
Tt is not 


possible for the world to judge' who is 
a poseur and who an imitator." 


The above was said In reference to 


the tendencies of music of the present 
day in which Mr. Grainger 
found 


nothing1 
"revolutionary." 
"Even 


though the harmonic conditions were 
destroyed 
tho composer carries so 


much of it along sub-consciously that 
tho struggle between new and old 
would not bo revolutionary." 


What Mr. Grainger had to say about 


America was in itself a point oC view 
which certainly has not been evolved 
by any other foreigner who has visited 
our shores either to bring to us or to 
lake from us. 


"America," said tho student of na- 


ture, " is not at all commercial. On 
the1 contrary, it is very spiritual. That 
which is regarded as commerce is an 
abundance of energy no matter to- 
ward what it is directed. If toward 
the business life, It gives the Impres- 
sion that there is no interest other 
than business; if toward art, the same 
complete surrender Is apparent. 
I 


should say that America were more 
like the psychology of China than like 
any other country, if one may Judge 
from the art, literature and music of 
that country." 


Tt was rather startling to hear a 


comparison 
of 
that sort, and Mr. 


Grainger illuminated It by saying' that 
we did not realise how much we lived 
by symbol or how much we lived in 
the fbpirit, how much'beauty we found 
in the1 Ideal and how "we loved that 
ideal. When asked what he had known 
about Chinese music, he said that 
when he was a child !n Australia that 
Chinese music 
was 
very 
generally 


heard. 
1-ie said that he heard real 


melody, form and invention, and that 
It had never seemed to him "tinkly" 
or meaningless. 


Asked what he thought of national- 


ism In music, Mr. Grainger replied 
that his own case was an answer. His 
first instincts were extremely classical, 
and Bach was His first idol, when he 
was tho merest child. IIo was taken 
from Australia to Germany, where ho 
naturally followed up these tendencies 
with study in that direction, but when 
ho commenced to write ho found he 
had kept tho individuality of race, 
because his compositions were abso- 
lutely English. He demonstrated this 
through 
a 
setting- of 
Longfellow's 


"King Oluf" in a German translation, 
and everything which ho did carried 
the same characteristics. "This proves 
that each is to think and to bo for 
himself, and it matters not on which 
side. Thcr mental process is stronger 
through music thnn through anything 
else, and after all, cosmopolitan life 'is 
not the stronger Influence. It is defi- 
nite to me that education will not de- 
stroy that which is the Inner core of 
ourselves, nor, Indeed, can education 
achieve more than just to a certain 
point and then tho CKO hns to work 
itself out. Irvine Berlin is not a writer 
of symphonies, but what ho docs in 
perfection BO far as workmanship la 
concerned, while1 John Philip fiousa is 
tin inspiration to the world." 


Mr. 
Gnilnger's 
"Tho. AVarriors," 


which will have its first performance 
in Norwalk, Conn., In Juno, will bo 
presented by Walter Damrosch in Oc- 
tober and November. " 'Tho Warriors,' 
said Mr. Grainger, "wna begun in 19J2,

Flonzaley's TaV^ of 
Radical Music 


Views of the members of the* Flon- 


zaley Quartet on certain contemporary 
musicians and on modern miiaio are 
interestingly set forth In the following 
interview by Marion Buucr in "The 
Musical Leader": 


It hna long been a rccogni/.ed fact 


that chamber music Is the highest 
form of musical art; through this me- 
dium the composer has been able to 
express his ideas in abstract form. 
Here he leaves program and picture 
beTiInd and deals with pure thought. 
There have been some notable ex- 
amples 
of 
this 
abstract 
musical 


• thought produced in recent years, and 
we have to thank tho Flonzaley Quar- 
tet for having brought many of these 
works to us, and for having {Uven us 
the opportunity of hearing, of know- 
Ing and 
perhaps 
of undcrbtanding 


something of the trend of modern 
chamber music. 


In a recent discussion with M. Po- 


chon and M. d'Archambeau, the sec- 
ond violin and the 'cellist of the Flon- 
zaley Quartet, they said: "Tlic reason 
modern music Is such a burning ques- 
tion of tho day is because music 
reaches so_ many more people now 
than ever before. Tho facilities are so 
much greater for hearing good music, 
there are so many more arth.ts'than 
formerly and so many more people 
are Interested in art in general." 


When asked how they answered tho 


people who claim that art of today has 
degenerated, they said: 
"The- music 


of the present day certainly docs not 
mean degeneration; stagnation is dis- 
integrating to any art, stand In/,- still is 
degeneration; experimenting, impress- 
ing new ideas, using different means 
of expression, always result In re- 
generation, not degeneration. 
Even 


though the works of art may develop 
along false lines, and mny not be vital 
in themselves, Ihcy K1I11 will have tho 
effect of stimulating- thought and may 
be the means of creating- something 
truly worth while." 


In speaking of (he contemporary 


opinions of one artist of anotlicr, Po- 
chon recalled a story of Schumann, 
who intended going to Italy on n va- 
cation, but remained at homo instead 
and wrote three beautiful 
f|iinrtets. 


These he sen( to Mendelssohn, asking 
his opinion of the works. 
Jn reply 


Mendelssohn said: 
"It would have 


boon more worth your while to have 
gone to Italy!" 


Then come a discussion of the hu- 


man being's powers of dfvclopnio.nl, 
and Pochon said: 
"Primitive people 


all had tho name senses that v, o have, 
but through 
Hie ages 
fhopo 
have 


undergone great 
development, and 


even now wo do nnt realize tho subtle- 
ties of which the human senses are 
capable. In tho last f i f t y years tho 
public's henrlntr has steadily become 
more keen." 


In a musical magazine of ]S29 the 


following statement was made: "Tho 
public receives what it can isuilorKtand 
without effort and rejects what is 
above its comprehension. Us lnsto, not 
being directed by principles, is subject 
to great fluctuations, lias no relish for 
anything but what Is familiar, and 


any soldiers. 
By 'warriors' I menu 


lazy, 
pleasure-loving, 
self-Indulgent 


men and womon who would rather 
fight for a living than work fur a liv- 
ing. No definite program or Hot un- 
derlies tho music, although certain 
mind-pictures Hot It going. Onoii tho 
scenes of a ballot have flitted beforo 
the eyes o£ my imagination in which 
the ghosts of male and female warrior 
types of nil timos and 
plaeitt are 


spirited together for nn orgy of war- 
like dnnccs, processions anil merry- 
makings broken, or accompanied, by 
amorous Interludes, their frolic-: tinned 
with just that faint suggestion .if wl.st- 
fulncss all holldny gladnof.s wt.u-s. At 
times tho love-makers clo.so nt hand 
hour from afar the proud pa.s tugo of 
harnessed fighting men, and Cor the 
final picture I like to think of thorn 
all lining up together In brotherly fel- 
lowship and wholesome animal glee;

Ravel seemed simpler; in1 turn the 
difficulties of the Uegcr quartet sim- 
plified Wolf, and the Schocnberg! well 
—tho Sohoenberg would make any- 
thing seem easy by comparison!" 


Then wo talked about Schoenbcrg. 


Schoenborg is a painter and hie pic- 
tures are as radical as ills music. Ho 
is a man of modest personality, short 
and thick set, with eye's that one can- 
not easily forget, for they are tho eyes 
of a mystic, lie is as independent In 
his way of thinking as In his writing, 
and he has tho courage of his con- 
victions, 
which 
ho 
would 
defend 


against tho whole world, and this la 
the man who today is writing enig- 
matic 
piano pieces and 
orchestral 


sketches. 


Bcttl, leader and 'first violin of tho 


FloiiKnley Quartet, who 
is tremen- 


dously Interested In and sympathetic 
to the art lire of the.day, recently gavo 
some valuable insight into the work 
of Schoenbcrg. Who-n he was study- 
ing the Schoenberg quartet, previous 
to putting it into rehearsal with his 
colleagues, he went to see Schoenberg, 
who wn.s living near Berlin In a colony 
of 
radiants—artists, 
musicians

writers. They discus-sod tho*quarlet in 
detail, Bold asking Schocnberg's ad- 
vice and Ideas as to what effects lie 
sought in his work. Px'foro ho had 
Bono- very far Sohoenhorg exclaimed:

work, with n modesty and an Imper- 
sonal altitude that won tho violinist's 
highest esteem. Tin- work involved tu 
preparing (tic Sehoenhorg quartet Is 
almost Incredible, and yet 'the devo- 
tion and time .spent, and care of detail 
worn cert.ilnly i ew.irdcd, not merely 
by the reception areorded tho. compo- 
sition, but by the actual plo:isiire the 
quartet had from the accomplishment 
of a herculean tunic.

Collett is lacing a storm in which ac- 


cusation and counter-accusation are bid- 
ding for places and one which was shifted 
from Lakeport to Sacramento. 


Signed by twenty-five Indians, a peti- 


tion for a writ of mandate to force the 
care ' of their indlgents upon the Lake 


'jnty .<"jreTi5ors. as !:sd been directed 


by the attorney general, was asked last 
Saturday. 
It was asked in the Third 


District Court o! Appeals, it is declared, 
because Collett has feared the Lake 
county judge was an '.'interested party" 
be*-<tusc, ut tuc Ja'ge cuuuunt ol uij^es he 
pays.

He says that $6 a 
month 's all that is asked for each Indian 
and that if the county does its share he 
le confident that government "aid will be 
forthcoming.

THE ITALIAN OFFENSIVE. 


" "The most dramatic theater of the war during the 
last week was placed along the Isonzo River and the 
"Carso Plateau, north of Trieste in Austria. The 
'capture of this center of Italianism on the east 
Adriatic coast would warm Italian sentiment to 
a degree unprecedented in the history of modern 
•Italy. General Cadorna's campaign has been singu- 
larly successful. He has thrown back the Austrian 
lines in confusion and bagged over 15,000 prisoners. 
The Italian artillery is almost, if not quite, within 
^range of the Austrian naval T>ase, and when that 
falls Austria will have been driven out of Istria 
and the naval station of Fiume will be doomed. Then 
the dream of the Italian irredentist of a reunited 
Italy will have been realized. 


There probably will be much desperate fighting 


before the Teutonic forces are forced out of the 
•peninsula. Trieste has a great significance to the 
central powers. For sentimental reasons its fall 
would be'more regretted than that of Bagdad. It 
is nearer home, and, in furtherance of the scheme 
for the Germanic domination of middle Europe, 
.German citizens, business men and students had 
been sent into Trieste to create a German sentiment 
among the native population. These missionaries 
in the preliminary movement of expansion, the so- 
called Pacific penetration, have achieved, as they 
always do, fair measure of success. But now they 
are to be thrown back as a memento of blunderir 
imperialism. This may not take place during +' 
present Italian offensive,-but that it will be written 
into the history of the present *war is inevitable.

"If any person before acquiring na- 


tionality irf a foreign state shall hava 
received the written permission of a 
competent 
authority .of -the native" 


state to retain his nationality of that 
slate, he shall not lose his nationality 
of said native state. The German con- 
sul shall be consulted before granting 
the said permission."" 
'

According to this permission' a Gep- 


man may become a naturalized sub- 
ject of a. foreign state, but if he ob- 
tams' a' written permission from the 
competent authorities of his native 
German state he continues in spite 
of his naturalization to enjoy for him- 
self and his descendants all the rights 
o£ a German citizen" and all the pro- 
tection of the German empire. 
. 


The provisions df'this law are con- 


trary to all general principles of in- 
ternational law. 


They are directly contrary to and 


subversive of the laws and interests 
of the 
adopted country, which by 


operation of the Delbrunck law, be- 
come second to those of Germany, to 
which they would give place' if the 
laws and interests of the two coun- . 
tries should ever conflict. 


On laying the foundation stone of 


the Roman museum of Saalburg, on 
October 4, 1904, the Kaiser said: 


"May our German Fatherland be- 


come in the future as strongly united, 
as powerful, as'wonderful as was the 
universal Bo'man empire; may this end 
be attained by the united co-opera- 
tion of our princes, of our peoples, of 
our armies and of our citizens, in 
order that in the times to come it 
may be said ff 
us as it used to be 


said of yore: 'Civis Romanus Sum.' " 


When the citizens of ancient Rome 


needed only this passport to be every- 
where accorded the welcome of abject 
fear, the entire world was dominated 
by Rome; all countries not Roman 
were either tributary to, or held in 
slavery, by "the universal empire."

The reason these cows gave about 
four times as much as the average Cali- 
fornia dairy cow is that they were bred 
right, fed right, and

right. 
Most of them are pure-bred, of one or the 
other dairy breeds. However, while It 
was a pure-bred Guernsey that made 
the best record for the month—% pounds 
of butter-fat—a 
grade Holstein /pro-

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LONDON, May 96. —• "Fritz don't 
t*«m to have any sand in him these 
days; nothing like what they were at 
Ypres In 1915," said a private of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force, re- 
cently returned from the 
front in 
France. "One of them -whom we cap- 
tured along with a party that was 
making-a real Hindenburgr advance lo 
th« rear in double time said to me: 
" This war no good at all. TVe fin- 


ished. "Why not stop?' 
_"I told him his whole machine had 
gojt to be smashed right up before 
there -would be any stop, so far as -we 
•were concerned. 
"After that -we went into a German 


dugout that turned out to be a com- 
bined trench-mortar emplacement and 
munition store. It was very deep and 
had hardly been damaged at all. A 


went, and down below there were piles 
of mortar shells. \Ve found the whole 
crew of the mortar hiding behind one 
of these piles, and they surrendered at 
once. They could easily have blown us 
all to kingdom come." 


Other men wounded on the Arras 
battlefield "tell similar incidents. 
A 
corporal of the 
Devons, who was 
sniped on outpost duty when the Ger- 
mans were being driven from a village 
near Croiselles. said: 


CAVALRY CHARGE. 
"I think their snipers are about the 
best men they've got left, now, and 
even they throw up their hands direct- 
ly you get near them, and will only 
fight at rifle range, never with 
a 
chance of tasting the bayonet. I saw 
the cavalry attacking that village—one 
of the finest sights I've seen. 
They 
came over a rise cf ground and gal- 
loped clean through a screen of whizz- 
bangs. They were great. It was fine 
to see them sweep through. Our boys 
got up in time to take over the prison- 
ers. 


A Canadian bomber, who was hit 
after several days of very strenuous 
fighting, said: 
"Just under the crest of Vimy Ridge 
'Fritz had a lot of machine guns that 
he'd never used before. He had kept 
their emplacements very carefully hid- 
den. They held us up fi r a little bit, 
but it wasn't for long. Tl>at was where 
cur-rifle grenadiers came in. They lob- 
bed bombs all over those Emma Gee 
emplacements for a bit, and then a 
Canadian battalion went right through 
them and over, and that was the end 
of.the Fritzies on the crest. 


"After r was hit and sent back, I 


fell in -with a party that was clearing 
•dug-outs, and stayed a bit with-.them. 
>One queer thing I saw going back was 
Jour German machine guns in one 
,place, all undamaged, and the four 
crews of the ?uns all stone dead, kill- 
ed-by our 'shrap.' "When I got to the* 
dressing station at last, I found a Fritz 
doctor in charge, with his whole saff, 
working away on our wounded like 
good 'uns." 


MAKTVG COFFEE. 


Another Canadian told of a double 
dug-out which must have been either 
a battalion or a company headquart- 
ers. In the smaller division were.'four 
officers, with two orderlies "making 
coffee for them; in the larger division 
opening out of it, thirty-five officers 
. and men. Not one of the whole lot 
"•were wounded, and all. including the 
four officers, surrendered without a 
murmur.

The German authorities relied on five- 


ton motor trucks almost exclusively, each 
machine drawing one or more trailers.

German motor truck sen-ice is ineffec- 


tive because Inelastic, The unit was an 
array of motor trucks with trailers suffi- 
cient to transport a war strength resl- 
ment. The roads in Germany. France and 
Belsium were almost perfect before the 
war began. Had thev remained so, the 
five-ton motor truck with trailer, or 
trailers, would, be the perfect combina- 
tion.

The tires are being jealously husbanded 
because it is Impossible to import rubber 
to replace them. Various tire substitutes, 
including coiled springs about the nm 
and spring spokes, are in use. They work 
only indifferently well on the good roads 
of Germany and are out of the question 
for battlefield transportation. 
Austria, 


from a motor truck standpoint, is a poor 
follower of Germany. She has fewer ma- 
chines, they are poorly equipped and are 
a shade less effective than the German 
motor fleets. 


The experience of the United States in 


the Mexican trouble and of Great Britain 
in the European war are strangely sim- 
ilar. England had paid little attention to 
motor transport except for a few de- 
sultory experiments, and when the war 
began she had the rudiments of a trans- 
portation system and little else. When 
Villa raided Columbus, X. 31., in March, 
J916, the United States army had less 
than seventy-five motor trucks.

American 
defenders have more than 


thirty times the number they possessed 
a year ago. Great Britain has also an 
adequate fleet — in the neighborhood -of 
20,000 machines — working for the army 
in England and on the continent. 


The British motor truck organization 


is rough and ready, elastic and effective. 
The number of vehicles In a unit varies 
widely on different fronts and under 
different conditions. The idea seemh to 
be to keep a huge supply of machines at 
the base and to send out enough to do 
the particular job on hand with little 
regard 
for organization. 
The British 


driver has perhaps the most initiative 
and resource of any man at the wheel 
across the water. 


This is easily understood.

Russian motor truck 
administration,

considered a. dependable factor in the 
war. In that country, so vast that it 
covers an appreciable share of the world's 
surface, populated with teeming millions 
of people, there -were but 10,000 motor 
vehicles before the war, fewer than in 
any prosperous middle class American 
city. Of this number 4000 were a certain 
'ight, small, pleasure car. There was but 
•ne motor factory in the country, and 
that made ponderous touring cars and 
no motor trucks. 


Russia has a battle line of thousands 


of miles on fronts varying as widely as is 
possible in climatic conditions. It is sub- 
tropical and desert on the south. Arctic 
and ice field on the north. There are 
mountains, 
plains, 
swamps, 
glaciers, 


jungles; gravel roads, stone roads, cordu- 
roy roads, swamp trails, upland paths; 
good roads, poor roads, no roads at all. 
Methods of transportation are as primi- 
tive as the people. There are very, very 
few railroads; shaggy little horses hitched 
to tiny, long-shaft wagons; dog teams; 
goat teams: flat-bottom sleighs from the 
steppes: trains of gigantic camels—Ivan, 
the Russian peasant, is more or less fa- 
miliar with them all and gets action of 
a sort with them.

ISO feet over all and 
with an extreme breadth of 23.7 feet She 
is equipped with triple expansion, four- 
cvlinder engines and is easily capable of 
16 "knots per hour. She was built by the 
Robins dryo'ock, South Brooklyn, New 
York, and launched in December, 1913. 
Since June 4, 1914, when she made her 
first trial run, she has cruised 35,000 
miles, which is said t.o be the yachting 
record for tiie Great T>akes during a 
period of this length. The value of the 
"Nokomis" is approximately $250,000.

Chairman Wooden Ship Building Commit- 
tee Oakland Chamber of Commerce 
The return to San Francisco from 
Washington of Captain A. F. Pillsbury, 
the official representative of the Federal 
Shipping- Board on the Pacific Coast, 
brings very near the date of the letting 
of contracts for the building of a large 
number of wooden ships on San Fran- 
cisco bay. 


Captain Pillsburv brought with him tha 


plans and specifications of the standard- 
ized vessel to be used In vast quantities 
by the federal government to combat the 
submarine menace. 


The committee of wooden shipbuilding 


of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce 
has been in touch with Captain Pillsbury 
during the week and is advised that th« 
government will contract as soon as pos- 
sible at this point at a total cost in the 
neighborhood of JS.000,000. 


CaptaJn Pillsbury is favorable .to and 


will recommend .the addition to the con- 
tract price of vessels built on San Fran- 
cisco bay of a sum equal to the freight 
on lumber from Oregon and "Washington 
ports to this harbor. This will amount to 
some 512,000 or $15,000 per vessel. 


It is stated that the ^government feels 


| justified in this course because of the 
j greater buoyancy and sounder qualities 


of wooden vessels built in the drier cli- 
mate of California. 


GOVERNMENT PLANS. 
Captain Pillsbury states that the gov-' 


eminent proposes to contract for vessels 
at a fixed sum with all firms having an 
adequate shipbuilding site and able to 
show the technical ability and- financial 
responsibility to carry their contracts to 
completion. The government will allow a 
10 per cent profit on the contract price 
of each vessel, the outside price per "ves- 
sel being 4500,000. Payments will be made 
on account by the government on signing 
the contract, when the keel is laid and 
during the course of construction at short 
intervals, so that it is figured that con-J 
cerns financially able to establish the 
plant will_be completely financed In the 
construction of the vessels. 


The government is prepared to facill- 


and lumber, and where shipbuilding firms 
show due diligence it appears highly Im- 
probable, should there be a scarcity of 
materials,, that they will be penalized 
therefor. Under such conditions attrac- 
tive profits on 'the actual investment 
seem certain, and it la known that more 
than twenty concerns are at present 
figuring on establishing: plants in Oak- 
land harbor and elsewhere on San Fran- 
cisco bay. 


Regarding sites in" Oakland these facts 
are important: 


"There is available -water frontage in 


Oakland for the laying down of at least 
100 vessels, or 10,000 feet of frontage. 
Five thousand feet of this is in the Key 
Eoute Basin, and- our committee will 
recommend to the City of Oakland that 
this land be..'enlisted' for the period of 
the war if there is,actual demand for it. 
The other 5000 feet, totally unused at 
the present time, is on Oakland inner 
harbor, extending from the Great "Western 
Power Company's plant eastward to the 
foot of Nineteenth avenue. Some of this j s 
land can be purchased at a reasonable 
figure, and, despite the littlgation now 
under way between the City of Oakland

entire country toward the military 
situation in the first months of the 
•war. England learned that lesson-g- 
leamed it after a long and bitter^ 
period of trouble, and she will have 
to learn the lesson of economy with 
the same thoroughness today. 
The bread ticket system- is by no 
means a simple solution to the prob- 
lem of rationing the country.

Gilles Joffre succeeded in business 


better than his father or grandfather,

prosperity. 


While not a pillar of the community 


respect of his fellow-citizens, and it 
was quite natural that he should have 
begun to aspire for another future for 
his eldest son than that of the.head of 
the barrel-making and wine-dealing 
establishment.

if he resented,-i£ he craved revenge, 
he said no word. Silent Joffre he wav 
before the war; silent Joffre he re-* 
mained through the war; silent Joffre 
he was through the years that came 
after, and silent Joffre he is today 
leading France's army in the cause of 
all humanity. 


"I remember Joffre at the Poly- 


technic, but only very hazily," said a 
retired captain. "He would not know 
my name were it mentioned to him, 
and he would surely be angry were he 
to known that any of his former com- 
rades spoke of him, for orders, formal 
orders., have been issued practically, 
forbidding the giving out of any de- 
tail? of the general's former or pres- 
ent life." 


LIFE AS A SOLOIER. 


As far as the General's youth is con- 


cerned, no such orders 
were really 


necessary. The school records give but 
little information. Whatever testimony 
can be gathered on the subject, and it 
must be remembered that 
all such 


testimony is colored by the crlory- f»f 
!nc otncrai's prese.nL position, it-indi- 
cates a lovablp nature, shy and not 
given to demonstration, with self-re- 
straint in constant evidence, with thor- 
oughness as a leading quality, with a 
readiness to face squarely every issue, 
deeply given to thought and to dream 
dreams.

Stragirlinc memories oft men. who

pok.on a hundred years ago, show that, 
if no; greatly liked because of his reti- 
cence. Joffre was respected while a 
student at the Polytechnic. The trutn 
f this is borne O'it to a groat extent 
by rtie fact thst General Joffre's ca- 
reer Is singularly free from jealousy. 


If he did not make friends, neither did 
he make enemies. He never blew his 
horn, being willing to let the results^ 
of his work speak for themselves, nor" 
did he have others sing his praises, 
and, consequently, he is beholden to no 
one for his achievements. 


From the very begninning of his life 


General Joffre has seemed to move 
along a straight line, and it is more 
than probable that the General of to- 
day differs but little in his mental and 
moral make-up from the student of 
forty-five years ago. 


Neither by the stroke of .chance nor 


through his own aggressiveness did 
Second Lieutenant Joffre 
distinguish 


himself in the campaign of 1S70. "He 
did his work and did it well," declared 
one of his former superior officers, in 
speaking of that disastrous campaign. 


It is hard to make General Joffre 


himself speak of that period. As a 
matter of fact it is impossible to make 
him speak of himself at all. He is not 
a sociable man, and there is nothing 
that would lead one to suppose that he 
•was any different at the beginning of 
his career. 


•He saw the Prussians sweep.before 


them the' French resistance, but even 
in his youthful enthusiasm 
he con- 


ceived no dare-devil plan to destroy 
the 
foe. as 
many 
another young 


French officer of that time did, paying 
with his life for the attempt. He wit- 
nessed the Commune with all its hor- 
rors, and unlike young Bonaparte, he 
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his.own will, but most likely of his 
studies so rudely interrupted by the 
•war. 


Those who know the General do not 


hesitate to assert that the goddess off 
chance never smiled upon him too 
kindly, for whatever he is, and what- 
ever he has accomplished, was due to 
constant application to the problems 
to =be solved. 
His love of study, his 


joy at having performed a difficult 
task-were the cause of the only record-. 
ed outburst of enthusiasm on his part. 


Years after the siege of Paris, Cap- 


tain 
Joffre, while inspecting some 


fortifications at Versailles, fell with 
his horse and was so badlj- 
injured 


that a long rest was ordered. He went 
to Rivesaltes. and there, in- the loneli- 
ness of his room, he passed clays or 
agony, waiting to see whether or no 
the verdict of the physicians that ho 
would never again be able to resume 
his mathematical studies would come 
true. 


Not a word of complaint escaped his 


lips, not a sign of anxiety showed on 
his face as he asked for pen and ink 
and set himself arduously to the task 
of solving the most complicated and 
difficult mathematical problems. 


Day after day passed, and whenever 


his anxious relatives tip-toed into the 
room they always found him hard at 
work, tearing up sheets of paper and 
recommencing his calculations. 


The Joffres are not given to dem- 


onstrative speeches or acts, but the 
General's sister confesses that the fam- 
ily began to worry, lest the disappoint- 
ment of being unable to pursue his 
life's work would upset his mind. 


One evening, as his father was get- 


ting ready to go to sleep, the future 
Generalissimo burst into his room, joy- 
ously shouting: "It's all right: 
I'm 


well: I'm saved!" 


He had succeeded in solving a most 


abstruse and intricate problem, 
anci 


his joy at having recovered his mental 
fnpnoity wns so great :'..« to overcome 
his physical sufferings. 


But to return, the moment the war 


of 1S70 was over and peace was sign- 
ed, young Joffre re-entered the school, 
and about two years later graduated 
as full lieutenant. He was _but one of 
scores of other young men who had' 
chosen the army as their profession. 
No predictions ns to his future success 
were made—army promotions are slow 
and tedious when there is no war. and 
France then had no thought of any- 
thing but peace. 


Perhaps, in hi.s Pyrenean home, an 


old father hoped to see his eldest son 
become a general: perhaps his brothers 
and sisters believed firmly and stanch- 
ly in his star: but even they said noth- 
ing save to wish him Godspeed. 


Then began for him the uneventful 


life of a soldier in days of peace. 


Graduating from the military school 


did not mean to him the cessation ot 
his studies. Quite the contrary. 
He 


worked as hard, if not harder, at his 
beloved mathematics; but if he plan- 
ned anything beyond his immediate 
duties, he kept it a strict secret to 
himself. 


Little is known of tire life he led 


during that period. 
If he had any 


companions they have thus far failed 
to come forward to claim the distinc- 
tion; if he made any friends, they 
remain unknown. 


"Joffre? 
Who is Joffre?" would 


have been the answer of most lieuten- 
ants in the Paris carrison had 
they 


been asked about their silent comrade- 
in-arms. 


One day 
Field Marchal McMahon 


happened to visit the section of the 
loriiiications being constructed under 
Joifre's supervision. He was so sur- 
prised at the perfect manner of the 
work, that, turning to the youthful 
officer, he said: "I congratulate you, 
captain!" 


This was in IS7C. Joseph Joffre be- 


came a captain at twenty-four years 
of age. 


This sudden promotion was the only 


piece nf luck, mere luck. th;tl has ever 
occurred to Gf-nernl Joffre. However, 
• his work -was recognized, and his pro- 


motion meant greater opportunity for 
the application of his ability. 


Of strong physical build, of clean 


habits and of great moral strength. 
Captain Joffre never found his lone- 
liness a burden. He was a glutton for 
work, and he loved his work. . 


No doubt he was ambitious, 
but 


those who knew him best declare that, 
were he still nothing more than a cap- 
tain, he wouid be as happy as, if not 
happier than!( he is today, holding the 
position of the man upon whom the 
eyes of the whqle world are centered 
at present. 


He worked at building fortifications 


in Paris, Versailles, Jlontpellier; 
he 


built barracks- in Brittany; he went 
where he .was sent, always doing his 
work' a little bit better than was de- 
manded of him. and always finding 
sufficient reward in the accomplish- 
ment of. the task. 


From 1S7G until 1SS4 Joffre led the 


usual life of a garrison officer. 
Pro- 


motion was slow. The army in France 
lost to a great extent at'that time its 
power as a military force, and became 
in the same degree the'field for politi- 
cal -intrigues. 


There were a good many hot-heads, 


shouting for revenge on Germany; but 
France was too prosperous to. contem- 
plate a repetition of the horrors and 
losses of war.

It was not until JSS4 that Joffre 


was officially recognized as the mas- 
ter of the art of building fortifica- 
tions. 


His work was noticed, and w,hen 


Admiral 
Courbet 
telegraphed from 


Kelong, the port on the Island of For- 
most, for an officer who understood 
thoroughly the way to dig trenches 
and to erect forts, Joffre was chosen 
for the task. 


Strictly speaking, this was the start- 


ing point of General Joffre's career.

The work of Joflre in Indio-China 


forms a chapter in the history of 
civilization similar, though on a much 
smaller scale, to the work of Colonel 
Goethals in Panama; As a matter of 
fact, were General Joffre a fame- 
seeking man. he could with some de- 
gree of confidence claim that the 
American 
engineers 
imitated 
his 


methods in making Hanoi a habitable 
place. 


THE STARTING POINT. 


Not satisfied with the work that 


came to him in the ordinary run of 
events. Captain Joffre set out to rid 
the region over which he reigned of 
the pestilential marshes that infected 
the air, causing a tremendous mor- 
tality among the the natives and the 
French soldiers. 


If his immediate supporters took but 


little notice of his, efforts, probably 
looking upon him as only a small cog 
in the governmental wheel that was 
endeavoriner to make of Indo-Chinn a 
prosperous French colony; if his work 
forms now but a forgotten chapter in 
the history of French colonies, thero 
is one town in Indo-China which still 
remember.-! Joffre and his work, and 
that boasts of a wide avenue of few 
houses and no pavements, which bears 
the 
proud 
inscription — Boulevard 


Joffre. 


This town 
is Vie.tri. and Captain 


Joffre spent several 
months there, 


working, thinking, planning and al- 
ways preparing, though unconsciously, 


for the.task that was to become his itf 
1914. 


In 1S6G. Vietri was but a frontier 


post, erected at the junction of two 
small rivers. Pirates made continuous 
attacks upon the 
inhabitants, and 


those of the latter who escaped death 
at the hands of the b'andits were be- 
ing ruthlessly decimitated by disease. 


A mounted company of the Foreign 


Legion and a troop of sappers formed 
its u«;i«iiojng unU attacking force, and 
Captain Joffre was at the head of the 
latter. 


It was at Vietri that Joffre perform- 


ed a task, which under other circum- 
stances and in 
other s'lrrovirv'.ings 


would have been sufficient to gain for 
him fame and recognition. When he 
came Vietri was a plague-beset town; 
when he left Arietri might have beer, a 
village transplanted from the French 
Riviera to the tropics. 


Even today an 
Annamite mother 


lulling her baby to sleep may be heard 
muttering something about the "man 
of the eyebrows." and hardly any one 
of the white residents overhearing her 
would suspect that 'she refers to. no 
one else but Captain, now Generalis- 
simo Joffre. 


He certainly left his imprint upon 


"Vietri, and the natives, with the apti- 
tude of savages, noticed the peculiarly 
of the enormous eyebrows andoiiamed 
this white chief "the man of the eye- 
brows." 
Since General 
Joffre has 


co7ne to occupy the center 
of the 


world's stage, the Annamite appella- 
tion "V en Ong Daumat." in French 
"L'homme aux sourcils," has been 
spread to the four corners of the. 
earth. 


Not even the tropical climato, the 


loneliness of the evenings in what to 
every white man must 'have been the 
wilderness of despair failed to change 
Captain Joffre's mentality or his be- 
havior toward his fellow men. 


He lived alone out of choice; when- 


ever free from duty, he buried himself 
in papers~and books; he worked inces- 
santly and never appeared tired. Then 
as now his capacity for work knew no 
hounds. 


"This captain was a" solidly-built 


Pyrennean, calm 
and . clear-headed, 


with a firm walk and a Hard blue eye," 
says a contemporary of his in Indo- 
China. 
"He seldom smiled, he spoke 


still more rarely, and he never punish- 
ed except in an extreme case, but then 
it was.a hard punishment. The natives 
feared him because of his silence; they 
loved -him because-of his-justice." 


This picture of Joffre 
of twenty- 


nine years ago .may serve as a picture 
of him today. 'Justice in the 'eyes of 
Joffre meant and means, before every- 
thing else, conscientiousness in per- 
forming a given task. 


Although helping to pave the way 


for the French domination in the Far 
East, Cap tain. Joffre's life at that time 
did -not abound in adventures. 
The 


glory pf a daring exploit, the joy of a. 
dashing'attack, are not the lot of a 
soldier whose energies and ability are 
devoted to building fortifications and 
Jigging-. trenches. 
Still, Joffre's 
life 


was far.from being monotonous. 
. Were General JbfCre a man of in- 
dustrial pursuits, instead of a soldier, 
he would have no 
doubt been 
the 


father of' a labor-saving system, for 
nil his efforts frnm fhr, Tn>-,- v,o<vt~-r,t.,,- 
ot his career, have been demonstrated 
not only by the desire to bring to bear 
upon the work; in hand scientific per- 
fection, but also by the intention to do 
it at the smallest expenditure of physi- 
cal force. 


When Joffre left 
Indo-China, in 


1SSS, he was still a captain, and no one 
thought, he himself probably least of 
all, that he was in the future to«>vrite 
some of the most important pages in 
the history of France. 


But men like Joffre do not pass un- 
noticed. Though he himself had not 
lifted a finger to make his ability 
known, he nevertheless acquired the 
reputation of being one of the best 
military engineers in the army, and of 
one who "loved his profession to a de- 
gree which made him, politically 
speaking, not a. dangerous man." 


Joffre's arrival in France was not 


hailed by 
cheering multitudes. Ho 


came to Paris, reported himself as 
ready for new service and was attach- 
ed to the staff of the general com- 
manding the engineering branch of the 
French army. 


After the activity of his life in For- 


mosa and Indo-China, the enforced 
comparative idleness of office work 
would have hung heavily upon the 
hands of any other man but Joffre. To 
Joffre it was but another opportunity 
to perfect 
his knowledge, 
and he 


worked at the tasks assigned him as 
ardently as he worked upon the forti- 
fications of Hanoi, Kelong and Vietri. 


Perhaps because his superiors were 


somewhat ill at ease in the presence 
of this tireless commandant; perhaps 
because it was realized that office 
work was not the field for him. a 
short time afterward he is found as 
an officer on active service with the 
Fifth Infantry Regiment. 


It would be an impossible task to 


trace his life in that period. Whether 
Jollre thought of the ungratefulness 
of his country or not is never to be 
known: but that he mnflp ns efficient 
an officer in his new sphere as in the 
old, of that there is no doubt. 


HIS ONE ROMANCE. 


One year after his arrival in France, 


Captain Joffre was, named command- 
ant, and as such-he continued- to be 
employed in the work of fortifying 
France against a future invasion by 
an enemy: but this time he was at- 
tached to a railway regiment, a posi- 
tion that gave him the opportunity 
for the study of the railroad system 
of France, a study which probably ac- 
counts for the marvelous mobilization 
results achieved in 'France at the be- 
ginning of this war. 


Thirteen years had Captain Joffre to 
wait before getting his fourth stripe. 
His life was a busy one every minute 
of these years, but many other things 
happened also, among them his mar- 
riage in 1S84 to Mile. Marie-Amelie 
Pourcheiroux, and her death one year 
after. 


The marraige was a happy one. Cap- 


tain Joffre had a pleasant bass voice 
—General Joffre still loves to sing a 
his family circle—his wife was a born 
musician, and evil tongues at Mont- 
pelier, where he spoilt the best part of 
his early married life, declare today 
that "Captain Joffre lacked dignity." 


One year 
after having 
led the 


woman he loved to the altar she died. 
What he suffered no one will ever 


know. But the Joffre who, under the 
influence of love, turned occasionally 
into a dreamer, disappeared forever, 
leaving in place a man of indomitable 
energy and unlimited capacity for 
work. 


This 5s a period in General Joffre's 


life which is completely obscured by 
an impenetrable fog. There is an ab- 
solute lack of any personal informa- 
tion; but his name appears once more 
in public documents, when in 1S91 he 
was appointed to the chair of fortifica- 
tion at the Artillery and Military Engi- 
neering School of Fontainebleau. 


Apparently some one kept an eye on 


Commandant Joffre, some one was de- 
termined that his ability and knowl- 
edge should not become wasted. 


Rumor names that some one, as 


rumor would have it that throughout 
the 
subsequent career 
of General 


Joffre, this some one played the part m 
of guardian angel to him, and that this 
same some one is jiot only still among- 
the living, but that the present wa« 
brought new laurels to his fame, for 
he is no other than General Gallieni. 


The military school at Fontainebleu 


is intended for the graduates of the 
polytechnic who, though possessing the 
rank of second lieutenant, wish to per- 
fect themselves in the science of artil- 
lery and fortifications. 


For two years Commandant Joffra 


lectured 
upon the 
construction of 


fnrtifi'*at!»T'.s, r.:id his leoturcs arc still 
remembered as excellent examples of 
graphic description of scientific prin- 
ciples, lavishly interspersed with illus- 
trations derived from his 
own ex- 


periences. 


He taught and he learned at the 


same time. 


Commandant Joffre worked as a 


professor for two years, and then he 
was once more called upon to leave 
France. 


TilE CAPTURE OF TIMBUCTOO. 
Soudan was now occupying public 


attention in France. She had need of 
paying colonies., and the"development 
of her African possessions became a 
matter of the - first importance. 


While it was agreed that England 


must play the premier role in Africa, 
German aggression, the development 
of the Belgian Congo, and the pro- 
gress of the Portuguese made it im- 
perative that France should no longer , 
neglect her African territory. 


The first step in this direction was 


logically the betterment of the roads 
nf corr.rr.-ar.ics.tion and tli« couciuest u£ 
Timbuctoo, "the mysterious." 


Commandant Joffre was chosen for 


the work of laying a railroad between 
Kayes and Bafoulabe. The honor of 
floating 
the French standard over 


Timhuctoo fell to Colonel Bonnier. 


So far as Joffre was concerned, the 


new appointment promised but very 
little- 


It was rather an exile; it was prob- 


ably a source of disappointment to 
L 


him. 
He little knew, and for that * 


matter no one knew, th^t it was in 
Africa he was to find his first true 
glory.

French troops and the Touaregs, and 
every inch of ground meant a. strug- 
gle both before and after possession. 


During 
the 
time 
Commandant 


Joffre was supervising- the work of 
building the railroad, a work to which 
> 


he brought, in his usual way, all his 
knowledge, energy and ability as or- 
ganizer, other officers were winning 
fame in actual fighting, in. punitive 
expeditions against 
the -marauders 


who pillaged the peaceful population, 
in capturing native fortresses, in a 
word in that active life which to a sol- 
dier means both joy and .recognition. / 


At the end of 1893 it was decided 


that the French'forces were to inarch 
against Timbuctoo'. 
Colonel Bonnier 


commanded the expedition, and he 
chose Commandant Joffre to head a 
supporting force of more than 1000 
men for the purpase of carrying pro- 
visions and ammunition for the fight- 
ing 
force.

plement native carriers and servants. 
It was not an imposing display of 
power. 
, 


Colonel 
Bonnier, a dashing nnd 


courageous officer, paid with his life 
for the attempt to capture Timbuc- . 
too, and it thus fell to the unknown, 
and far from dashing, Commandant 
Joffre to bring, to a successful issue 
one of the most noted exploits in 
France's colonial history. 


Whatever the result, the starting 


of the expedition meant but little to 
Joffre- himself. 
Once more he was 


intended to play the part of the useful 
aid to the brilliant man. Fate decreed 
otherwise. 


The plan of the campaign against 


Timbuctoo as made by Colonel Bon- 
nier called for the main expedition- 
ary force to go by waterway, preceded 
by a gunboat commanded by Liouten- 
anf Boiteux, to whom belongs tho 
honor of having been the first 
to 


plant the French tricolor at Timbuc- 
too, while Commandant Joffre was to 
follow along the left bank of the 
Niger and was to join his chief at 
Timbuctoo. 


Commandant Joffre started 
from 


Segou on December 27, 1S33. 
On 


January 30, 1S94, he learned of the 
dreadful fate 
which 
befell Colonel 


Bonnier's force. 
Surprised 
by ' the 


Touaregs at Taconbao, Bonnier, to- 
gether with eleven of his officers, was 
slain in an attack that he failed to 
foresee and to prepare for. 
THE CAPTURE OF TIMBUCTOO. 


The fleeting remnant of the expedi- 


tionary force joined Joffre's small 
column. 
The 
men 
were 
panic- 


stricken, and, had the modest com- 
mandant listened to their advice, he 
would have turned back to Segou. 
Instead, he went ahead, and on Febru- 
ary 12 he entered Timbuctoo after a 
march of nearly 800 miles under con- 
ditions that would have made the 
stoutest heart quake with fear and 
presentiment. 


It is too late now to criticise Col- 


onel Bonnier. He was a man of ex- 
uberant nature, of unquestioned cour- 
age and undoubted military ability. 
Probably he lacked prudence; prob- 
ably he permitted dash to supplant 
method; probably he fell a victim to 
unforeseen conditions. 


Commandant- 
Joffre 
possessed 


method and. he had courage; he had 
foresight as'well as ardor/ though the 
latter was hidden .behind the mask 
of passivity. 
On his march to Tim- 


buctoo his column was attacked by 
the Houaregs; but the tables were re- 
versed this time. It was the Touaregs 
who found themselves trapped, for 
there was not a single instant in the 
long days that preceded the French 
entry into Timbuctoo, during" which 
Commandant Joffre was not ready to 
give battle on his own terms. 


Calm 
and 
imperturbable. 
he 


watched • over 
every 
detail, looked 


after everything no matter how small 
its importance, and never permitted 
his vigilance to lapse. 


"One may surprise, but to be sur- 


prised 
is simply criminal," he is 


quoted as having once said. The say- 
ing may serve as an emblem of his 
career as a leader of fighting men. 


He reached the place where Colonel 


Bonnier fell in heroic combat, and 
stopped his mareli tn pay honors to 
the dead and to send hack to France 
the body of the colonel. 


The news of the fall of Timbuctoo 


created 
a 
veritable 
sensation 
in 
France. 


Less than one month later Com- 


mandant Joffre was made lieutenant- 
colonel. 


If the government began to take 


serious notice of the young officer, 
the public at large remained in ignor- 
ance of him. The fall and capture of 
Timbuctoo overshadowed the name of 
the captor. 


Joffre arrived at Timhuctoo. 
No 


sooner had he accomplished the feat 
of entering the town than he receive-.) 
an order from the then governor of 
the Soudan recalling him to Kayes to 
continue the laying of the railroad.

RE the Women of America 
going to the front tp fight?

They will cook, they -will nurse, 


Uiey will sew, and will take the lead, 
as always, in all forms of charity. 
That was understood, expected. But 
what was not expected was the act- 
ual rush of women to the khaki suits 
and to the colors. 
For "All Around" Service. 


They can not go to the front, as 


willing as they might be, but "they 
can stay at home and make their 
time worth while by organizing for 
Home Defence and Self-Defence. 
And that is what they are doing.

It should be understood that wom- 


en encounter great obstacles in mani- 
festing by physical deeds their -wil- 
lingness to serve the country in the 
various military branches of govern- 
ment. For instance, a woman is not" 
allowed on board a battleship during 
times of war. 


The women, therefore, who desire 


to enlist their services to help the 
sailor boys, really had to study out 
methods by which they could render 
aid. 
Many decided to enlist as yeo- 


man—to do secretarial work for the 
navy. There is none of the glory nor" 
pomp of war about it, none of the 
martial air of triumph to stir them 
on, but the call of the khaki, the op- 
portunity of service, was there, and 
a great number have responded. 


Thus, the infantry, the cavalry, the 


navy, the 
marines—and 
perhaps 


there are 20th century Molly Pitchers 
for the artillerjvtoo—can all point 
to their girls irt khaki. 


As the women have enlisted for all 


ftinds of service, so "it may be said 
all kinds of women have enlisted— 
that is, women of all ranks of life— 
some from society, some from the 
mills, others from the offices, the 
shops, the stage,-the restaurants, the 
colleges, etc.

She Is 
the drill sergeant for the col- 
lege girls of the New York 
University. 


When the war clouds came 


she was following inherited 
bent. 
All of the Harrison 


men had been among the country's 
greatest lawyers and Miss Eliabeth 
was and is studying for the bar. 


But just as the warwhoop of the 


West called Tippecanoe from his 
hooks and briefs to bullets and bat- 
tles, so the daughter of the former 
Presidpnt dropped Blackstone and 
Kent to take up the Drill Regulations 
and the elementary text books of the 
army. 


She thinks that the way to make 


women fit for their part of war ser- 
vice is to make them stronsr and 
healthy and to give them an idea 
of the things that men-at-arms have 
to do. 


So Miss Harrison Is one of the 


chief workers in the new movement 
to teach women the elements of war. 
Many women of importance in the 
«ocial and financial world are taking 
up the task with a will, and there is 
a girl for every signal flag, a maid 
for every wireless station, and an 
angel for every hospital ward in the 
making as the men pursue the task 
of providing guns and the men be- 
hind the guns.

busy with helpful earnestness to do 
"her bit." 
Every strata of society 


has called out its members in a won- 
derful plan of feminine preparedness. 
Besides the thousands of women 
members of the Red Cross some of 
the most prominent organizations 
officered and planned by women in- 
clude The National League for Wom- 
en's Service, which has branches in 
every large city in the United States. 
They have enrolled women as motor 


car drivers, telegraphers, wireless 
operators, agriculturists and skilled 
mechanics. 


Miss Anne Morgan is head of this 


organization and has devoted an 
enormous amount of energy to the 
success of the work. 


Other societies include, National 


Special Aid Sosiety, Service of A-iy

Where Women Wear Mustaches

HE Ainus, the "Celtic" race of 
Japan, live in the island of 
Yeddo, although the race has 


become so reduced that, it is esti- 
mated, there are now not more than 
16,000 or 17,000 of them left in the 
country. 


The most noticeable 
peculiarity 


about Ainu women is that they have 
tattooed upon their upper and lower 
lips what resembles a mustache. The 
women arc not considered attractive 
and their matrimonial prospects are 
quite injured, without this decora- 
tion. 


The mustache is begun when the 


girl is quite a child. It is done grad- 
ually, a little each year, untii it ex- 
tends partly across the cheek, the 
material used being the soot from 
burning birch bark. The face is cut 
and the black nibbed in. Afterward 
it is washed in a solution of ash bark 
liquor to fix the color. 


The Ainn women are said to be 


usually finely formed, straight and 
well developed, with small hands 
and feet. Their eyes are a beautiful 
soft brown, their hair black and 
most luxuriant, and their complexion 
olive, with often a deep, rich color 
in their cheeks. 


The native cloth—of which their 


garments are made—is woven from 
the fibre of the bark of the elm tree.
